31(b)/V), (iii) Cumin Seeds (S . No. 37/1V) and (iv) Medicines „ 

Medicinal herbs and extracts of Medicinal herbs and Plants from 
Afghanistan from 1st March, 1972 to 28th February, 1973 . 

No. 50-ITC(PN)/72.—Attention is invited to the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
Public Notice No. 44-ITC(PN)/72, dated the 20th March, 1972, on the above subject. 

2. It has been laid down in paragraphs 13 and 18 of the aforesaid Public Notice 
that no further CCPs for import of dry fruits from Afghanistan and nr, further 
permits for exports from India will be issued unless documentary evidence is 
produced by the applicant to the licensing authorities or the Reserve Bank of 
India, as the case may be that the applicant has fulfilled his counter-obligation 
within a period of three months to the extent of not less than 80 per cent of the 
value of the prescribed counter-obligation. It may be clarified, In this connection, 
that in every case, the counter-obligation to be fulfilled by the applicant under 
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the Indo-Afghan trade arrangement is equal to 100 per cent of the value of import 
or exports, as the case may be, and this counter-obligation is required to fli 
fulfilled within a period of three months which, in the case of imports, will count 
from the date of issue of the C.C.P., and, in the case of exports, it will count from 
the date of export. If the party concerned makes an application for further 
import or export at any time before the expiry of the period of three months pres¬ 
cribed for fulfilment of the counter-obligation on the earlier Import/export, he 
can do go provided, by that time, he has fulfilled at least 80 per cent of the earlier 
counter-obligation and produces satisfactory documentary evidence to this effect 
to the licensing authorities in the case of import application and the Reserve Bank 
of India in the case of export application. 

3. It will in any case be incumbent on the party to produce the prescribed 
evidence in support of the fulfilment of the 100 per cent counter-obligation within 
the prescribed period of three months in the manner as laid down in the aforesaid 
Public Notice. 

4. Paragraph 11(a) of the aforesaid Public Notice lays down the basis on which 
the value of CCPs will be calculated for Import of Afghan dry fruits in the case 
■of ‘importers’. In this connection, it may be clarified that, for this purpose, the 
best year’s imports that will be taken into account by the licensing authorities 
shall be the imports of Afghan dry fruits only in one of the three years within 
the period as prescribed.
